HOUSING IN COUNTY 
CORK. 


RECENT INCREASE. IN 
BUILDING.

too much aceustomed—to seeing towns and 

villages fall gradually into decay, and the 
building of even a single new house is some- 
thing to note. I am clad to say that the last 
few vears have produced a number of new 
buildings. and this may fairly be taken as a 
sign of improved conditions in the county. 

Cork itself, apart from reconstruction, ‘has 
bien building on a large scale, and many 
suburban houses have been erected on the 
southern &ide of the city. Wm the country 
districts the increase is naturally not so 
apparent. but most towns have added a few 
houses within the last vear or so, and the 
total must be considerable. Among other 
places, I notice that Youghal is at last be- 
ginning to develop the land behind the sea 
romenade, and several potential boarding: 
omens are being constructed there. 

In the rural parts the same increase is to 
he jobserved, and I have even seen new houses 
in the desolate parts round Bantry, where 
one would hardly expett to find fresh settlers. 
Some of this work, no doubt, merely repre- 
sents the replacement of old houses, and does 
not denote any increase in the pepulation. 
It seems -likely, however, that the grants 
under the recent Housing Act are having a 
good effect on building and reconstruction. 


LARGER HOUSES. 


As regards the latter, the position of the 
larger houses is not by any means so satis- 
factory. County Cork suffered very badly trom 
burnings during the troubles, and many of its 
finest buildings were destroyed. Some of 
these, such as the Earl of Bandon s residence, 
ave a great déal of employment locally, 
and their loss proved a serious thing for the 
county. The greater number still remain in 
ruins, and there seems small likelihood of 
their ever being reconstructed. Some owners, 
it is true, have rebuilt their houses, but they 
have seldom found it possible to rebuild on 
the same scale, and the new residence 
generally bears no comparison with the old 


one 


AIE the South we have become accustomed— 


Another legacy of those days—though this 
time a positive one—is the number of dis- 
used military barracks, which were handed 
over at the Treaty. The disposal of these 
has been engaging the County Council's 
attention for some time, as most of them 
are no longer needed by the Free State 
Army. With a little reconstruction they 
would make excellent workhouses or even 
fiats: but we have enough workhouses 
already .and flats do not seem to be in 
much demand, At Youghal, however, a 
solution has been found to the problem, and 
I understand that the barracks are shortly 
to be taken over as a cottage hospital. | 
One hopes that a use mav also be found | 
for the others, as it would be a pity to 
allow these fine buildings to fall into decay.

DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT. 
MOUNTJOY PRISON 
ESCAPE. 


| EX-T.D. RETURNED FOR | 
TRIAL.

(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 

Sean McGuinness, ex-T. was returned 
fer trial in custody to the next Circuit Court 
on a charge by 
Iivrne and Detective Officers Keelan and 
Hickey, of unlawfully escaping from Mount- 
jov Prison on the 27th November, 1925. 

Patrick Cleary, a warder in Mountjoy 
Prison, stated that on the date given four 
men came to the prison office. “ covered ’”’ 
witness and his companions with revolvers, 
searched them, and cut off the telephone. A 
man attired as a (Civic Guard sergeant re- 
mained in charge of witness, while the other 
three men, in plain clothes. left the office. 
It} was subsequently found that nineteen 
prisoners had escaped. Defendant was one 
of these, having been sentenced to eighteen 
months on the 22nd November, 1925, for 
assaulting Civic Guards. 

Detective Officer Keelan deposed to the 
arrest of accused man in the village of 
Daingan, near Tullamore. Accused. when 
charged and cautioned at the Bridewell, 
answered : ‘I'll say nothing.”

Football matches and other games at- 
tracted large numbers of spectators. To- 
day there were also important Rugby and 
Association football events, while a race 
mecting at Ballynahinch and the Cister 
lox Terrier Club’s show at Balmoral, Bel- 
fast, were well attended, many dog fanciers 
coming from the Free State. The weather 
was variable and uncertain to-day, but the 
holiday was, nevertheless, thoroughly 
enjoyed by these who had a short respite 
from the cares and woyries of business. 


THE BAN! IN”- OF MEETINGS 


The Northern Government evidently 
believes that prevention is better than 
cure. where cisturbance of the peace is 
considered possible, and, therefore, during 
the Eastei‘ide the holding of any meetings 
in certain districts was prohibited. The 
areas chiefly affected were the Milltown 
Cemetery or glsewhere in Belfast, the 
Birandywell Cemetery at Londonderry, an 
old grav vard at Newry, and several other 
places dotted over the Six Counties. The 
idea was, of course, to pievent any cele- 
brations regarding the Easter rsing in 
Dublin in 1916. The Cavehill, on the out- 
skirts of Belfast, used to be a most attrac- 
tive contre for such gatherings, but they 
are now only a memory, and, apart from 
the authorities, very few people up here 
consider them eriously. 

For years past the Northern State has 
been, perhaps, the most peaceful. part of 
the United Kingdom, and no one wants a 
return of the bad old days. The people 
of all shades of politics are mostly con- 
cerned about getting some work to do, and 
tens of thousands of them are eagerly 
waiting for the dawning of the new era 
of prosperity which has been promised so 
frequently, but appears to be es far 
from realisation as ever. " When peril 
is feared, however, it is well to be on the 
safe side, and the banning of a few meet- 
ings of irreconcilables—even if they were 
intended to besheld—did no one any harm, 
while it may have given confidence to 
timid members of the community.

Compiaints are trequently made regard- 
ing the quality of the “ National ” s¢lec- 
tions sent out from London, but, with 
millions of listeners. to please, it is a 
dificult task to satisfy evéryone. The 
Belfast programmes also arouse a great 
deal of criticism from time to time. but, 
all things considered, théy reach an éxcé!- 
lent standard. the musical director. Mr. 
Godfrey Brown, who is also the conductor 
of the Belfast Philharmonic Society, 
giving interesting variety in instrupiental, 
ensemble, choral and solo numbers. 

"With regard to the practical side of the 
wireless industry, however, it seéms a 
matter for regret that something more is 
not done in the way of manufacture.

THE ULSTER FRESCO. 


.A work which is believed to be the most 
ambitious of its kind ever commissioned 
for an Irish institution is now about to 
enter the final stage of its completion. 
This is the great “ Ulster Fresco,”’ 
messuring twenty-five feet wide by ten 
deep, which Mr. William Conor, the 
Ulster artist, is painting at the commis- 
sion of Sir Robert Baird for the Irish 
Antiquities Room of the Belfast Art 
Gallery and Museum. The preliminary 
study, which fills a whole wall- of the 
arvist’s studio, and has taken six months 
to prepare, is now ready, and those who 
have been privileged to see it declare that 
Mr. Conor’s latest work, when finally cbm- 
pleted, will undoubtedly produce a stir: . 

In his design Mr. Conor has worked out 
a broad poetic idea, symbolising the match 
of Ulster’s history from its glamorous and 
warlike beginnings in Celtic mythology to 
to-day’s peaceful shipbuilding and linen- 
manufacturing activities. Warriors of the 
“dawn,” with .their —brightly-coloured 
robes and shields, march from the left 
centrewards, there to disappear as ghost- 
like figures in a valley symbolising the 
gap between to-day and yesterday. They 
emerge again on the right as a group. of 
lithe and clean-limbed . young shipyard 
workers and factory girls, marching home 
from work, typifying the Ulster of to-day. 
[here are a broad rhythmic sweep and

Koneu for Flowers. 


Big prices, .I-am assured, are being asked 
for single bulbs of certain new daffodils 
now on the market, but the highest of them 
is trifling.compared with the sums paid for 
tulip bulbs in Holland in the seventeenth 
century. In 1634 a strange craze seized 
Dutch folk in regard to tulips. Certain 
new varieties from the Levant were 
expected to. yield fortunes to their growers, 
and in some instances as much as £1,000 
was paid for a single specimen. Speculators 
were foolish enough to pool their life- 
savings in order to buy bulbs, and shares 
in bulbs were bought and sold on ’Change. 
The inevitable result was disillusionment 
and ruin, and so many families were’ im- 
poverished that the Government felt com- 

elled to intervene and declare speculation 
in bulbs illegal. : 


An Trish. American Writer. 


I observe (writes a correspondent) that 
a move is on foot in literary circles in the 
United States to mark the centenary of 
Ignatius Donnelly. Outside America he is 
best known as the author of that strange 
amalgam of sense and nonsense, ‘‘ The 
Great. Cryptograim,’’*in which he set out 
to. prove by an ingenious cypher that 
Francis Bacon was the author of Shake- 
speare’s 71 ys. The b.ok created some- 
thing like a’ sensation among scholars on 
both sides of the Atlantic, and in a few 
years ‘led to the appearance of an immense 
amount of controversial literature. The 
Baconians in the end had the worst of the 
argument. Donnelly, who was born of 
Irish parents in Philadelphia, had a melo- 
dramatic career, ani was: by turns 
adventurer, politician (of many schools) 
and social reformer. He was a creature 
of impulse, and one of his critics said of 
him that it must have been he whom 
Tennyson had in mind when he wrote in 
““In Memoriam ”’ the line about “ the wild 
hysterics of the Celt.” Neither with the 
Republicans mor the Democrats was he 
able to agree, and when he was cast off 
by the leaders of either party he turned 
to literature. 

A Bibliophile. 

Donnelly had a remarkably choice taste 
in literature, and brought together a fine 
collection of books on early American 
colonisation and general biography. It 
was said that his memory was nearly as 
tenacious as Lord Macaulay's, but had 
nene of the great essayist’s scholarly 
culture. In nearly everything that he 
wrote he tried to prove some new theory 
or conceit of his own. That was the aim 
of “ Atlantis: the Antediluvian World.” 
His thesis was to demonstrate the truth of 
Plato’s story of an island in mid-ocean, 
where, accotding to Donnelly, civilisation 
originated and spread to adjoining con- 
tinents. The book had a great sale in 
the States, but on this side it only pro- 
voked a smile. The American edition 
brought him so rich a return in profits 
that he was able to make a tour of 
Kurope. In early life ne fancied that he 
was destined to be the founder of a great 
metropolitan city, and when he returned 
from his Continental trip he was called 
the sage of Niningen,’ from the town 
in Minnesota in which he spent most of 
his life. His last book, ‘‘Cresar’s 
Column,’’ a Socialist phantasy of political 
and. industrial refornt, ‘like Bellamy’s 
“ Looking Backwards,” bad a huge sale 
all over the English-speakirg world. 
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i going for what they ‘call i 
muggy, ride with a jane,” if 
value your lifé, bó sure, that she has 
lark hair. .

Waterfords Ancient Industries. 


In view of the recent Trade Exhibition 
at Waterford,.it is of interest to recall 
some of its industries of the past. At 
one time it was the manufacturing centre 
for a particular kind of cheese known as 
“ Mullahawn,””’ which was exported in 
latge quantities. - From one account it 
appears to have been so hard it required 
a hatchet tocht ‘it. Another interestinz 
industry was the curing of red, or smoked. 
sprats. These were manufactured . oy 
shoemakers, who. claimed that the paring 
of the leather gave them a peculiar 
flavour. Efforts were once made, also, 'c 
make it a linen céntre. An enterprising 
family came from the North of Ireland. 
bringing with them a number ef weavers. 
The thread which they” r guufactured 
became celebrated all over Ireland, but 
the concern ultimately failed, and all 
trace of it became lost. | 


Cluhs and Coffee Houses. 


Coftee houses and clubs played a great 
part in the social life of the eighteenth 
century. ‘* White’s,’’ the ‘‘ Cocoa Tree,” 
“Will’s,””’ and many another have 
histories entwined in the lives of the wits 
and bucks of London. Dublin in this 
respect came little, if anything, behind 
London. 

At ‘‘ Jack’s Coffee Hcuse ” met the 
literary circle which included Dean Swift, 
Sir Thomas Molyneaux, the botanist and 
physicist; Lord Robert Molesworth, the 
English Ambassador in Denmark ; Thomas 
Parnell, the pcet and biographer. and 
Thomas Southerne, the dramatist, whose 
plays at one time rivalled Shakespeare's 
in popularity. 

“ The Globe,’’ in Essex street, was the 
meeting place for scholars, Jawyers and 
physicians. ‘‘ The House of Lords,”’ in 
Temple lane, was the theatrical clubhouse. 
Its name was: derived from that of its 
proprietor, Ben Lord. 

The more fashionable coffee louse was 
“Lucas s ' on Cork Hill. Not only was 
it popular as always having the latest 
news, but its yard was a favourite place 
for duelling and occasional cock-fighting. 
It was also close to the notorious Swan 
Alley gambling houses and to the Cock- 
pit Royalson Cork Hill. 


Waltzing Bees. 


The tireless activities of the busy bee 
have supplied the basis’ for an often 
irritating. reminder of personal short 
comings, but I notice with some alarin 
that his improving example can claim 
further qualities worthy of imitation. 
That bees invariably dance when they are 
happy is the: discovery made by Dr. N. 
McIndoo, a leading entomological au- 
thority in America. Ballroom enthusiasts 
will be interested to learn that the most 
popular numbers are a “ tail-wagginy 
dance,” and a kind of slow waltz in 
groups. The doctor thus describes a typi- 
ca] instance: When a bee returned from 
scouting for food it passed through the 
hive entrance. and began to dance with 
happiness... First it saluted the other bees 
with its extended antenne. as if it were 
a sort of handshake. at the same time 
sharing out the precious nectar. En- 
couraged by the dance of the Inckv bee, 
others rush out of the hive and start on a 
food-hunting expedition, and so the dance 
goes on ‘throughout the day until sun 
down. when the day’s work is done.

Hailed as masters of the game by the more 
enlightened French critics, England, after 
Colombes to-day. must admit that, if Fre h 
Fiugby is irregular in its morals and up- 
otthodox in its game. it is plaved with an 
. » inspiration almost 
il amounting to genius, 
which redeems its 
many faults. Its 
administration may 
be feeble, but its 

ame on the field, 
widged by to-day's 
standard, must com- 
mand the admiration 
of all Rugby-playing 
countries. If this ts 
the last international 
io be played between 
the two countries for 
at least a season— 
and this is the 
opinion of Mr. Cyril 
Rutherford. the Secre- 
tary of the French Federation—end if to-day 
France won with a team from which was 
automatically ¢xcluded many of her finest 
plavers, then she will, when slte comes back 
with a clean Rugby slate. be at once a 
power to be feared in the international game. 

i ENGLAND 'S GOOD START. 

England were all over France for a good 
part of the first half. the rapid and clean- 
cut moveménts of her backs often havi:g the 
French defence in a hopeless tangle. This 
was particularly evident in the first tew 
minutes of the game, when the pace of the 
English three-quarters left a mass of French- 
mén in mid-field for the speedy Aarvold to 
make one of his brilliant runs. He was 
pulled up, however, on the French twenty- 
five line. A try by Tallent. converted Lv 
Black. gave England a lead of 5 points, which 
they kept until within a few minutes of the 
interval. In that time, however, France 
made great efforts to get on terms. and, after 
penning England in their own half for a long 
period, scored through Baillette, who kicked 
a beautiful dropped goal. 

France were a different side“in the second 
half, their three-quarters working with en in- 
cisiveness which cut holes in the English de- 
fence. Their snapoy passing, swift running, 
powerful handing-off and resourcefulness made 
them a dangerous force whenever they started 
a movement. The stars of this line were 
Baillette, Guelorget and Samatan. ‘The Ene- 
lish line was their goal, and they would not 
be tnrned away. This, combined with the 
heroic work of the forwards ‘in the loose—in 
which they were quicker in following up and 
snappier in their short passing game—made 
France a completely equipped team. Serin, 
after a shaky start. operated feom the scrum 
with splendid ingenuity, coupled with a flair 
for the long low pass, which always spelt 
danger to England. By contrast. England, 
when not smothered from the scrum, failed by 
their inability to get the ball away quickly. 
The pack, compared with the French, was a 
spent force in the loose during the second 
half, when the pace seemed to cverawe them. 
There were also glimpses of ugly work in the 
scrums, in which England were not blame- 


less 
ENGLISH BACKS POOR. 


With the exception of Aarvold, who was a 
heroic captain, the English backs were 
slovenly in their handling and running after 
the eatly phases of the game. They were 
slow and their passing was faulty. This cost 
England a glorious chance of ‘scoring soon 
after the re-start, when Burland, who had a 
clear opening, over-ran his pass. Aarvold did 
some great work, but woald have done more 
had he beer given the chance. He was a 
power in defence and attack, but the others 
were easily beaten by the fast-moving, quick- 
thinking Frenchmen. The halves were slow, 
and an injury to Spong in the first half, 
which necessitated a re-arrangenent of the 
backs, did not improve their game. Whiteley 
was an uncertain defender at full-back. Once 
he let France in by waiting for a rolling ball, 
which he thought would cross the line, but 
never did. 

A WONDERFUL FINISH. 

Although they scored eight points by means 
of two dropped goals, France thoroughly de- 
seryed to win if only for the great pigy of 
their hacks. It was one of their brilliant 
movements that gave France the lead scon 
after the interval, Galha throwing himself 
over the hne. Aarvold restored England’s 
lead with a trv, but France would not be 
baulked, and Clady was over again for an- 
other try, which made the score 10-8 in 
France’s favour. Ten minutes from time 
Smeeddle scored a try, Black converting.

BELFAST, Monday. 

HE annual Conference of the Northern 
- Ireland Labour Party was opened 
"to-day in Belfast, and will be continued 
to-morrow. 
In welcoming the delegates, the Vice- 
Chairman (Mr. Robert Morrow) said that 
unemployment in Ulster had become worse 
since they had last met. There were some- 
thing like 74,000 people out of work, with the 
addition of probably a further 20,000 who 
were not registered as unemployed. He be- 
lieved that they would not see any: improve- 
ment in either the eae & linen in- 
dustries for a long time. This brought them 
to the question of what they proposed to do. 
The employing class called for tariff reform, 


or protection, and said that this would cure 


unemployment, but, in so far as shipbuilding 
was concerned, he could not see any hope 
through either, as they must mean dearer 
raw material, and, therefore, greater costs of 
production. With regard to the linen in- 
dustry, he would like to know at what part 
the raw material they would impose a

industry, as some would want it on flax, 
ethers on varns, and others upon other sec- 
tions of the industry.

logical conclusion was that wages should be 
reduced to the “ coohe level.”

Continuing, he said “that the differences 
that they saw in the economics of the tw» 
parts of the country were reflected in the 
resolution with regard t. the possibilities of 
conversations on the question of the unity of 
Northern Ireland and the Free State. Hoe 
had not the slightest beiief in the seriousness 
of any of these stories about conversations -- 
and he spoke entirely, without authority—but 
if they in the North were anxious. to maintain 
their social standards, they in the Free State 
were equally anxicus that they should ne 
maintained. and that the standards in the 
South should he brought up to the level of 
the North. The Labour movement alwavs. 
had insisted that, it was a political crime te 
divide the country into two political parts. 

He added: . j‘ Again speaking without 
authority, but with fairly clear views, I- do 
not think the anxiety fur union comes from 
our side of the border. We are not -verv 
anxious at this stage for a political reunion, 
because we feel—and | think I speak the 
view of the majority of the people—that +t 
wonld be something in tiie nature ofa liability 
rather than an asset; and, frankly. if the 
choice were forced upon one, I would rather 
have steady employment, and maintain high 
wages, if that were sccompanied by our 
present standard of social ameliorative ser- 
vices, than have your socially higher 
amehorative services, plentiful unemployment, 
and low. wages.”’ 

The Labour movement in the South, Senator 
Johnson said, was moving steadily ahead, and 
he believed that at the next general election 
they would be able to improve their elected 
lepresentation. The Labour Party would 
work harmoniously for both parts of the 
country. They of the Labour movement in 
the South believed that they mux. supplement 
their agricultural life with rapi*y-expanding 
industrial production, so that their people 
should have sufficient to provide the fullest of 
full life, and on agricultural economy alone 
that could not be done. 

AGRICULTURE. 

Mr. Crawford (North Antrim Labour Party) 
moved the following composite resolution from 
North Antrim and the I.L.P. Central Branch.

up a -Select Committee to inquire into the 
agricultural situation, and report en how the 


ing wages to fhe workers. .We demand an 
Agricultural Wages Board as an immediate 
necessity; that the standing working. week 
be forty-eight hours, with a minimum wage 
of 57s. 6d.. for all workers. If the finding of 
the Select Committee is that the industry can- 
not pay a living wage, a subsidy sheuld be 
given to the workers to bring their wages up 
to the standard of a living wage; the subsidy 
to be continued until such time as the ivedus- 
try is on a sound financial basis.” 

Mr. Boyd (Transport and General Workers’ 
Union) moved a resolution calling upg the 
Government to amend the Road Traffic Act 
(Northern Ireland) by including Clause 19 of 
the Imperial Road Traffic Act in it. He said 
that there were some unscrupulous emplovers 
who did not take into account the great fatigue 
caused by long hours to ’bus drivers, and tne 
dangers which arose from that fact. 

Mr.¢*L. Johnston moved an amendment de- 
manding a seven-hour working cay, with a 
minimum wage of £3 per week, for all road 
transport workers, and calling upon transport 
workers to set up garage committces to fight 
to secure this demand. 

The amendment was defeated, and the re- 
solution adopted. 

A resolution was adopted requesting the 
Northern Government to extend the Un- 
employment Insurance Acts, so as to include 
agricultural workers and domestic servants. 

The Conference adjourned until to-morrow.

SITUATION. 


MAJORITY DECIDE 
“TO RESUME WORK. 


WOODWORKERS TO 
REMAIN OUT. 


—— 
By Our LABOUR CORRESPONDENT. 


O-DAY, after a stoppage of three 
months, work will ‘be resymed on 
the various housing schemes and public 
works in the City of Dublin as the result 
of the agreement reached at the confer- 
ence between the Master Builders’ 
Association aud the reprsentatives of the 
trade unions. The terms of the agree- 
ment have not yet been disclosed, but 
when they were submitted to meetings of 
the men for ratification they met with con- 
siderable opposition. In the majority of 
the unions, however, t!» agreement was 
approved, though in some cases the 
majority in favour was very small. 

The strongest opposition came from the 
members of the Amalgamated Society of 
Woodworkers, who discussed the situation 
at length on Thursday, and, after five 
hours, the meeting b-oke up without a 
vote being taken on the question whether 
the agreement should be accepted or not. 


BUILDING GROUP’S 
INSTRUCTIONS. 
Subsequently the decisions of the separate 
union meetings were communicated to a 
meeting of the Dublin Building Trades’ 
Group, held in the Trades and Labour 
Counci! Hall, Gardiner street, on 
last Sunday night. The entire situation 
was considered, and instructions were 
given to certain unions affiliated to the 
group to commence work to-day. These 
are:—The Dublin Operative Plasterers, 
the Irish National Union of Woodworkers. 
the Irish National Painters’ and 
Decorators’ Trade Union, the Stone- 
cutters’ Union ot Ireland, the Amalga- 
mated Society of Woodcutting Machinists, 
the Brick and Stonelayers, Irish Glaziers’ 
and Decorative Glass Workers’ Trade 
Union, the United Builders’ Labourers’

FAMOUS PAINTER 
DIES SUDDENLY. 


MR. W. L. WYLLIE 
WORKING TO THE LAST. 


As. 


Mr. William Lionel Wyllie, R.A., died 
suddenly at a friend’s house in Hampstead 
yesterday. He was, apparently, in his usual 
good health when he collapsed, expiring 
shortly afterwards. . 

Mr. Wyllie, who was born in London, was 
seventy-nine. He had numerous pictures. at 
the Roya] Academy during his career. He 
became an Associate of the Royal Academy 
‘in 1889, and.a member of the Academy in 
1907. He excelled as a painter of seascapes, 
and one of his best-known. works is a huge 
panoramic picture of the Battle of Trafalgar, 
which he completed when he was seyenty- 
eight. The painting, measuring thirty-six feet 
by twelve feet, is housed in a special annexe 
to Portsmouth Doekyard. After painting the 
picture, which took more than a year, Mr. 
Wyllie confessed that he had achieved an 
ambition-which he had cherished for -more 
than forty years, He had several collaborators 
for this huge painting, and he stated at the 
time that the task of laying on the paint was 
really formidable. ‘‘ We found that the best 
way was to lump the paint on very thickly 
and thensmooth it with our hands,” he said. 


Ó HIS LAST PAINTINGS. 

Mr. ‘Wyllie lived in -a -picturesque house 
overlooking Portsmouth Harbour. e was a 
vacht-racing enthusiast, being a member of 
‘the Royal, Corinthian and others yacht clubs. 
He-took a keen interest in the Sea. Scout 
movement, and became Assistant Coemmis- 
sioner of-Sea Sxonts, He celebrated his 
golden .wedding -two : years. ago, having 
married. Marion Amy Carew, daughter of an 
officer in the Royal Indian Marine, in 1879. 

“ My father was. cheery and well when he 
retired last night,’’ Miss Wyllie yesterday. told 
a reporter, “but this morning did not get 
up as he said he was not feeling. very well. 
I‘alf-an-hour later he died very peacefully. It 
was most sudden. ;

In a conversation with Reuter’s represen- 
tative to-day Mr. Gandhi gave his view 
on the Communal question, which 18 one 
of the principal problems before the All- 
India Moslem Conference now sitting in 
Delhi. ! ! 

He said that much misapprehension 
existéd regarding his attitude on the 
Hindu-Moslem guestion. Hé was in favour 
of full -surrender -to the unanimously 
expressed wish of the Moslems ‘and Sikhs, 
but. the formula'which had been given 
him at the Moslem Parties’ meeting yester- 
day was not a unanimous minimum. He 
could not identify himself with any solu- 
tion based on commurialism which’ had 
not behind it the unanimous support of 
the community concerned. Any volution 


must, to be acceptable, have at least the 
merit of being almost unanimously sup- 
ported by those affected. 


NO MAJORITY RULE. 


“It is wrong,” Mr. Gandhi went on, 
“to suggest that under Swaraj (home 
rule) there will be a majority rule. I, for 
one, would be content to wait if the 
accredited leaders.. whether Moslems or 
Sikhs, opposed the attainment of the 
Swaraj Constitution: The fight for 
Swaraj once begun can only’end when the 
Constitution which is the visible symbol 
is framed and passed. The next phase in 
the struggle, in the absence of a communal 
solution, may, therefore, assume a different 
form; the goal, however, still remaining 
the same.’’ 

Referring to the angry speeches made 
yesterday at the All-India Moslem Con- 
ference in connection with the Cawnpore 
riots, Mr. Gandhi implored everybody to 
avoid all references which could add fuel 
to a fire which had hardly yet died out.

INCIDENT OF SINISTER

TRIBUTE TO LORD 


IRWIN.

A striking tribute to Lord Irwin was 
paid by Mr. Shoran Singha, head of the 
India Section of the Y.M.C.A., when 
addressing the League of Nations Summer 
School at Oxford last night. 

“The Round Table Conference,” he 
said, ‘‘was due entirely to the genius of 
Lord Irwin, and I believe that he risked 
his political career by taking the stand 
he has done. India is going to pay a far 
greater tribute to him than even the 
people in this country. In the midst of 
your political squabbles are you going to 
forget that he saved India for the British 
Empire? — 

“The forces which he had to face were 
so dangerous that they menaced the whole 
fabric of the Empire. The greatest com- 
pliment that India could pay to him was 
made by that most intractable section, 
the Congress Working Committee, when 
they gave him the same title that they 
had given to Gandhi—‘ Mahatma.’ That 
title means more in India than a dukedom 
does in this country.” 

There was little fear, added Mr. Singha, 
that India would break away from the 
British Empire.

Franch Press, now on italy, now on Great 
Britain, without much regard for. probabili- 
ties; but careful reading between the lines 
‘of such comment as has been publithed in 
Paris suggests that the difficulty might more 
accurately be laid at the door of the French 
Ministry of: Marine. Through the smoke- 
screen of vague explanaiions and comphcated 
figures which has bean put up, it is possible 
to discern a tendency on the French side to 
withdraw, cn the plea of misunderstanding, 
from an essential part of the Agreement 
which was accepted in Paris a short time 


ago. 

’ QUESTION OF REPLACEMENTS. 

The “ difficulty ” is stated in Paris to turn 
on the question of replacements. By the 
terms of the recent agreement, France was to 
build 136,000 tons of new shins in the next 
three years, and Italy 129,000 tons. The 
French Ministry of Marine calculated that 
this would leave France—allowing for the 
arrival at the age-limit . of ships now in the 
"new ” category—with a slightly diminished 
superiority over Italy, but by the end of 
1936 the French tonnage superiority would 
consist mainly of older ships. It is against 
this alleged dependence of France on out-of- 
date tonnage that a new movement, unfore- 
seen at the time of the agreement, appears to 
have been made from Paris. 

It has been stated here that those who 
negotiated with Great Britain and Italy on 
behalf of France understood that this ‘‘ gan 
would be covered by a special provision 
to be inserted in the agreement, and that this 
expectation was disappointed in London. Mr. 
Craigie has even been made the object of 
pointed criticisms on this score. 

According to the same sources, the French 
Government proposed to fill the “ gap ” by 
a special agreement which would come into 
force next year. This suggestion, it is stated, 
was laid before the British Government by 
Mr. Henderson, but it was rejected on the 
advice of the Admiralty, and had. to be with- 
drawn. 

If this is true, the Admiralty and the 
British Government would seem to reason- 
able in insisting that the agreément should he 
adhered to as originally accepted by all three 
parties, and not thrown into the melting-pot 
as the result of second thoughts by one or 
other of them.

HOW THE SUBSIDY.WORKS. 


A correspondent, writing yesterday, 
states:—In his letter of the órd inst.. 
published in the Jrish Times to-day, 
Father Sweetman suggests that the imposi- 
tion of a Customs duty of a halfpenny per 
lb., or, say, 4s. per cwt. on imported sugar, 
without any countervailing Excise duty on 
home-grown home-manufactured sugar, 
would not only solve the problem of the 
Carlow factory, but would result in the 
establishment of other beet sugar factories. 
Father Sweetman has overlooked the fact 
that there is already an import duty of 
a penny farthing per Ib., 1.¢e., lls. 8d. 
per cwt. on sugar, and that sugar manu- 
factured from home-grown beet is not 
chargeable to excise duty. In other words, 
a measure of protection approximately 
three times as high as Father Sweetman 
suggests has not achieved the results he 
anticipates. 

The Irish Sugar-Manufacturing Company 
recently proposed to the Beet Growers’ 
Association that the Government should 
be approached with a view to the import 
duty on sugar being increased by one 


| farthing per Ib., $.e., 2s. 4d. per cwt., 


and undertook that if the duty were so 
increased, all the benefit accruing there- 
from to the company should be passed on 
to the beet-growers by way of an enhanced 
price for beet. The Beet Growers’ Associa- 
tion refused to entertain this proposal, on 
the ground that the measure of State 
assistance already provided for the Carlow 
factory was sufficient to enable the 
company to pay a fair and reasonable price 
for beet, and that to secure such a price 
for the growers it was not necessary to 
increase the import duty on sugar, and 
thus to require the general public to pay 
more for the sugar they consume. 


THE SUBSIDY. 


In 1929/30 the production of 
Carlow factory was, in round figures, 
20,000 tons of granulated sugar. The 
entire production enjoyed a protection of 
lls. 8d. per cwt., and in respect of 10,000 
tons, the Government’s cash subsidy was 
10s. 10d. (28s. 6d., less 11s. 8d.) per cwt. 
The average subsidy, direct and indirect, 
was, therefore, approximately 17s. 0d, per 
cwt. on the total production. In 1930/31 
the total production was about 23,000 tons 
of sugar. There was the same cash sub- 
sidy on ‘10,000 tons, and the average 
subsidy, direct and indirect, on the 23,000 
tons was just ‘over 16s, per cwt. During
